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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art does not fairly teach or suggest the particularly claimed miniature 
X-ray device for an X-ray catheter, to wit, an X-ray device for an X-ray catheter having 
the combination of an insulating shell which has an interior space at a substantially 
vacuum and which has disposed therein (in the insulating shell) an anode and a 
cathode opposite said anode, wherein the cathode has a focusing cup formed therein, 
and an emitter material disposed on said focusing cup.
